What Sir John 
Willison Says 





Sir John-S. Willison, LL.D.. 
editor-in-chief of the Toronto 
News and correspondent in Can- 
ada of the London Times, ex- 
presses himself as being highly in 
favor of the establishment of a 
C anadian School of Journalism in 
a letter which he has addressed to 
the Daily. 

Sir John, who has been called 
"the most eminent figure in Can- 
adian journalism." writes as fol- 
lows: — 

"For years there was a disposi- 
tion to ridicule schools of journal- 
ism. This was the common atti- 
tude of practical working journal- 
: isîs. It is just as true that twenty- 
five years ago in newspaper of- 
fices we regarded university stu- 
i dents with more or less suspicion. 

"Now, however, university 
I graduates or students constitute 
probably two-thirds of the staffs 
of daily newspapers in Toronto 
and other centres. The change, 
has come about because we have 
found that the nm'vcrsitv graduate 
or student is likely to be a better 
reporter or editorial writer th..n 
the newspaper worker who has 
not this advantage. If from the 
universities we get occasionally 
poor reporters and poor writers, 
they would be poorer still if they 
had not gone to a university. 

"No school of journalism will 
make a reporter or a writer. Such 
a school may, however, make bet- 
ter reporters and better writers. 
Indeed it is hardly necessary to 
argue that training in a school of 
journalism Would have value for 
all those, whether men or women, 
who propose to devote themselves 
great racuity for Inspiring others to newspaper worl(. If in bank-

FRANCE 

It has been officially announced that the iarge German am- 
munition stores near Rheims, ha\e been destroyed by the French. 
This will be a serious drawback Io the Germans as they tlepended 
upon these stores for their supplies of ammunition lor use all around 
this part of their firing line. As usual there are several unofficial re- 
ports circulated in regard to this latest French success. It is said 
that the ammunition sheds were located by French aviators who 
gave the range to the Allies' guns. Scarcely a minute passed after 
the commencement of lire before a shell burst through the roof of! 
one of the magazines, causing a tremendous explosion. 

German field works were demolished m the same locality. 

In the eastern part ol the French campaign there was furious 
fighting from St. Mihiel to a point a few miles southwest of Metz. 
No decisive victory was gained by either side. In the forest of 
Apremonl there was a prolonged artillery duel. The French put 
an end to that by vaulting out of their trenches and charging those | 
of the enemy. In this they gained one hundred and fifty yards 
and captured several lines of trenches. 

The Germans appear determined to cross the Aisne at Sois- 
sons. They have increased their strength there enormously during 
the last few days, and the artillery fire has been very heavy. The 
bridge across the Aisne has not been destroyed, though it is within 
easy range of the German guns. This goes to show that the enemy 
intend to use it at a later date. However, it has been mined by the 
French, so the German triumph will be short-lived. 

ENGLAND 

1 he Zeppelin raid on England has made London more cau- 
tious than ever. The great city is now darker than ever at nights, 
all unnecessary lights being extinguished. A careful watch is kept 
at all times . 

POLAND 

The Russians arc preparing for another heavy attack against 
the German lines in northern Poland. Large Russian reinforce- 
menta are arriving at the line near the Vistula. The trenches at | 
Tarnow are very near together, in some parts being only four hun 
died metres apart.
